It is anticipated that within a 


few months, the entire northcas 
corner may be incorporated. 


Local Improvement

Far East Aid 
U. S. Policy? 
Says Wilson 


Confirms Air 
Force Planes Are 
Helping French 


WASHINGTON, UP)—De- 


fense Secretary Wilson, con- 
firming the assignment of U. 
S. air force planes to carry 
French troops to Indochina, 
said today it "is in line with 
present United States policy 
and in conformity with our 
existing military assistance 
program. 


He said that the action is, being 


taken "at 
the request of the 


French government." 
He noted 


specifically that the planes will 
land "at air fields outside of the 
zone of combat" to unload the 
Fiench troops. 


On Maneuver* 


On another aspect of the Indo- 


china situation, Wilson was asked 
at a news conference about re- 
ports that the American aircraft 
carriers have been operating in 
Tonkin Gulf, which border* Indo- 
china. 


"They were on maneuvers out in 


that area." Wilson said, "but they 
aie back." 


He explained they were back at 


the American base at Subic Bay 
In the Phlllppincfl.

' PARIS (IP)—The U. S. air 
force is ferrying French para- 
troopers to Indochina 
for 


dropping into besieged Dien 
Bien Phu, a u t h o r i t a t i v e 
sources said today. 


These sources said the American 


pilots would land the troops in a 
non-combat area, where French 
pilots or American civilians would 
ferry them on to the northwest 
Indochina fortress. 


The paratroopers were flown 


from Paris' big Orly airfield Tues- 
day in U. S. air force transports'. 
They have not yet arrived in Indo- 
china. 


Number a Secret 


The number of jumpers being 


ferried and the route followed are 
military secrets. 


The U. S. air force provided the 


air lift al the request of the French 
government. 


The American government con- 


siders this action compatible with 
U. S. policy and the American 
military assistance program 
to 


France and Indochina, competent 
American sources said. 


It was leatned that the U. 8. 


air foice also will ferry French 
troops fiom North Africa to Indo- 
china, though American sourcea 
heie 
considered 
the France-to- 


Indochina opeiation a "one-ihot" 
affair. 


The departuie point from North 


Africa meanwhile was kept secret. 


Although officials would not say 


how many tioops weie being fer- 
ried, F r e n c h Army* Secietary 
Pierre de Chevigne addressed th« 
7th battalion of French paratroop- 
ers at Qulmper Sunday and told 
them they were leaving immedi- 
ately for Indochina.

Chevigne told the 
troops after a parade, "which 
have forced us to call on you for 
sacrifices.

OREGON—Again the X-tra ^ricld 


activity is being held this year and 
enrollment in this project must be 
n by May 1. A 4-H member must 
enroll in the five-acre corn project 
to be eligible to compete in this 
activity. In competing in this activ- 
ty a club member is encouraged 
to grow five acres of corn at the 
maximum yield,- but not to in- 
crease his last units of cost great- 
er than his last units of yield. Each 
member is encouraged to test his 
soil and apply necessary nutrients 
and to plow down a legume stand 
before planting.

He stated that his 
business was mainly concerned 
with making money. This farm, 
like a great many farms, maintain- 
ed a good sanitation program, the 
McLean system. But, unlike most 
farms, they earmarked each litter 
and then weighed these litters at 
45 and 180 days. Then at 180 days 
they would kill a pig from each of 
the faster gaining litters and make 
a carcass appraisal. From the lit- 
ters having the best gaining record 
and the best carcass grades, he 
kept gilts for producing his next 
year pigs. At present, with 150 lit*- 
ters a year, he figured tho busi- 
ness saved $6,000 a year in feed 
cost. 


He also stated that he couldn't 


afford to keep an old sow around. 
Why? In the firnt place, to get 
a bettor producing hog thoy must 
keep selecting and ri'selerting, 
and secondly, It is cheaper to 
produce a JouiiK gilt tlmn keep it 
500 pound hog around that is 
worth more than the gilt on the 
market. 
All major hog producing men 


cannot afford to miss out on infor- 
mation given out at these meet- 
ings, so plan to go next year. Don't 
forget you can take such trips off 
as an expense from farming oper- 
ation.

Home-Building 
Splurge Hits 
Timber Supply 


By SAM DAWSON* 


PORTLAND, Ore. (.?>•— The na- 


tion's home-building splurge 
is 


ripping into its timber resources. 
And some are asking today: Are 
man, insects and fire slowly but 
surely destroying our forests? 


The helicopter, some byproducts 


of the atom bomb, the latest in in- 
Reel-killers—even rat poison—are 
being used today by lumbermen 
to fight this threat. 


Federal and state laws act as 


watchdogs to see that the vast 
limberlands still left aren't squan- 
dered to meet the nation's big post- 
war demand for construction ma- 
terials. More than two-thirds of the 
timberlands aie government-own- 
ed. 


Commercial lumbermen in the 


Pacific 
Northwest—conscious 
of 


the public's memory of the old 
"stripping" days when 
timber- 


lands wcie denuded for quick 
profits in lumber—insist that new 
foicstry methods, forest farming 
mid other types of conservation, 
assure the nation of a fairly con- 


stant supply of new timber. 


There are enougn trees standing 


in the ^2-state western pine region 
—from the eastern slopes of ,the 
Cascade mountains to the western 
borders of Texas and the Dakotas 
—to build 50 million five-room 
houses, according to S. V. Fulla- 
way jr., manager of the Western 
Pine Assn. here. 


He adds that since 1933. the 


lumber companies and government 
agencies have developed a code of 
forest practices to insure the re- 
gion's lasting future as a timber 
source. 


In the pine regions the rules now 


call for the cutting only of ripe 
trees, leaving the young ones. They 
grow fast when the old ones are 
out of their way, and the area re- 
seeds itself.

Both in Paris and London. Secretary of State Dulles was 


roundlv criticized for talking "united action1 among the Al- 
lies orTthe Jndo-China issue so close to the Geneva conference, 
where the topic will be discussed. 


Actuallv, this is a pretty shallow judgment. The truth 


is that publicly expressed attitudes by French leaders in 
Paris left Dulles little choice. 
. 


For weeks the top French authorities have been acting 


as if they were preparing to swoon happily in Communist 
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arms at Geneva at the first mention- 
the word "truce.1 
in dulcet Red tones—of 


• They have allowed the impression to grow that they are 


ready to take almost any kind of settlement, no matter how 
thin the Communist masquerade of fair dealing. 


It is the solemn and considered judgment of President 


Eisenhower, Dulles and other key American officials that 
almost any truce likely to be negotiated would be a bad one. 
By that they mean it would end up as a Communist victory 
in Indo-China. 
• 
• • 


It is also their sober conclusion that this result cannot be 


permitted to happen. There is no need here to state the full 
case-again for Indo-China's importance to the future of all 
south Asia. 


Often Communist blunders in diplomacy have helped out 


in these dilemmas. But we cannot count on Red stupidity 
'producing truce terms so impossible the French cannot ac- 
cept them. They just might play it smart. 


Understanding this, the president and Dulles have set 


out to make it clear not only to the Reds but to the French 
and others in the free orbit that we cannot countenance the 
loss—by any means—of Indo-China. 


Everything Dulles has said and clone in recent weeks has 


been designed to fortify himself for what may come to be the 
"Geneva ordeal.'' 


He would not publicly state it so bluntly, but what he 


is really trying to do is prevent the French from making a 
truce at Geneva, for the simple reason he thinks free world 
security will otherwise suffer a grave setback.

Naturally, the French and British are angered at meas- 


ures which seem to them to prejudice prospects for a truce. 
The French have no one but themselves to blame. 


They forced Dulles to this extreme by behaving like will- 


ing listeners to any siren song from Moscow or Peiping. 


Their criticisms really are quite empty in this case. For 


they talk as if a truce were the great goal in Indo-China. 


, But they have not said what they would do if, as likely 


it turned out to be a smashing political defeat for the free 
countries. 


Until they face up to this question, they are hardly in 


position to assail the United States. We are making a dis- 
play of our hard attitude to inject the note of realism at Ge- 
neva which ought to characterize the thinking of diplomacy 
among the French and British as well.

dance. Marge met a boy named 
Ed. He brought her home, kissed 
her and took her phone number. 
He did not call it. Then Marge met 
him again. This time, he did call 
her. 


For two weeks, he ardently dated 


an increasingly radiant and .starry- 
eyed Marge. Then, -without ex- 
planation he disappeared into si- 
lence once more. 


As a result. Marge has lost 


weight and sleep. She jumps nerv- 
ously 
whenever 
the 
telephone 


rings. She is preoccupied and eas- 
ily irritated. If her mother remon- 
strates. Marge 
bursts 
into re- 


proachful tears and says, "You 
don't understand anything. I'm 
crazy about Ed. I love him, moth- 
er." 


Her parent writes, "Is there any- 


thing I can do to allay this love- 
lorn suffering?" 


Hate, not love makes us suffer. 


If Marge's mother can accept this 
as moral truth, she may be able 
to case Marge's suffering. 


But she n\ust go gently. For her 


child has invested %much emotional 
energy in the belief that she 
"loves" Ed. She may not be quite 
ready to look at the fears she hides 
from herself, by calling1 her resent- 
ment of Ed "love." 


We human beings often tell our- 


selves we "love" someone we 
resent because we depend on him. 
If we can believe that we "love" 
the person, we can avoid acknow- 


ledging our fear that without him 
we are helpless. 


A child, for example, will believe 


that he "loves" a parent who mis 
treats him because he fears the 
parent would desert him if hi1 knew 
how the child really felt. The in 
tolerable fear that he will be de 
serted forces him to imagine' tlm 
his hate is love. 


In the same way, a young girl 


fearful that she is less attractive 
than her more popular friends 
may.believe that she loves a bo.\ 
whom she depends on to rcllev 
her of this foar. And when he mis 
treats her, she Insists that her true 
resentment is love for him. 


So what Marge needs is no 


sympathy with the suffering im 
posed by unadmitted hate of Ed 
but loving and reasonable rcassur 
ance of her confidence. 


If this reassurance is successful 


Marge will begin to lose the tense, 
excited yeanlings we foel for peo- 
ple whom we think can solve our 
problems for us. She will recover 
from the hate we feel for those 
same people when they disappoint 
us. 


The magic will go out of Ed so 


that he is no longer seen through 
the glorifying 
lens of Marge's 


sense of helplessness, but is seen 
as what he is—an indecisive boy. 


Hate is almost inevitable when 


we entertain magical hopes of oth- 
er people who can't fulfill our ex- 
pcctatlons.

belief that cancer, if caught early, 
can be treated more successfully 
has come an increasing fear of the 
disease.

SO SUCCESSFUL has been the 


campaign to make known the ben- 
efits of early diagnosis that many 
people are constantly in a state of 
alarm about cancer, even when 
they have been assured that it is 
absent. 


There is no one certain test 


which will reveal the presence or 
absence of cancer anywhere in the 
body. Nevertheless, a person who ' 
has been examined for cancer, 
and in Whom it has not been found, 
should cease to worry.

THE ANSWER- to the cancer 


problem is research and investiga- 
tion. Results cannot be expected 
in a short lime unless there is 
some lucky break or brilliant ob- 
servation. But in the long run 
some clue should be found to the 
cause or treatment of this disease 
which will still further improve the 
present outlook.

A T-Formation Specialist

WASHINGTON W» — Sen. Mc- 


Carthy has tried again his T-forma- 
tion — throw-in-somelhing-new. 


In -laying down his 46-point bill 


of particulars in his feud with the 
Army, he threw in the name of a 
government official who had not 
publicly figured in the case before. 


H« said H. Struve Hensel, assist- 


ant secretary of defense, had 
helped work up the Army's case 
against him in order to bottle up 
McCarthy because, the Wisconsin 
senator said, he had been investi- 
gating Hensel for "misconduct" in 
office. 


Last fall, McCarthy demanded 


and got free air time to reply to 
former President Truman's 
re- 


markg about "McCarthyism." 


Switches Attack 


He switched to an attack on 


President Eisenhower's f o r e i g n 
trade program. 


This vigorous criticism of the Re- 


publican administration not, only 
didn't seem to injure his party 
standing but very likely boosted 
audience anticipation of the next 
time he went on the air. 


In March, Edward R. Murrow, 


CBS TV commentator, roundly 
criticized McCarthy's tactics. 


Murrow offered McCarthy the 


free use of his whole program for 
a reply, if he wanted it. McCarthy 
in early April accepted. 


The specific things he had to say 


about Murrow weren't many. 
It 


was not a particularly spectacular 
performance 
until, without any 


visible connection with Murrow, 


McCarthy startled the nation with 
a question. 


He wanted to know why, as he 


put it, there had been an 18-month 
delay in developing the hydrogen 
bomb. 


Not 
long afterwards it 
was 


learned the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission had suspended Dr. J. Op- 
penheimer on security charges. 


Oppenheimer, guiding genius in 


making the A-bomb, had been a 
consultant to the AEC in 1949 and 
had opposed—as did all his fellow 
scientist's .in 
AEC's 
consulting 


group—all-out work on the H-bomb. 


Oppenheimer hadn't been sus- 


pended as a result of anything Mc- 
Carthy said in April. He had been 
suspended last December. 


29-Point Accusation 


As a preliminary to the Senate 


•hearings -into the McCarthy-Army 
feud, starting Thursday, the Army 
oh April 15 produced 29 counts in 
which it said: 


McCarthy, his committee counsel 


Roy M. Cohn and his staff director 
Francis P. Carr had tried to pres- 
sure Secretary of the Army Rob- 
ert T. Stevens and Army Counsel 
John G. Adams into getting special 
tieatment ,for G. David Schine, a 
draftee who had worked with Mc- 
Carthy's committee. 


McCarthy's previous accusations 


against Stevens and Adams didn't 
name Hensel at all. Hensel called 
McCarthy a liar and threatened to 
sue him if the senator would make 
the charges publicly instead of in 
the Senate, where he couldn't be 
sued.

ed briefly to newsmen at the hos- 
pital doors. ' 


He pledged his fullest support to 


Sen. Paul Douglas (D-I11) in.his 
campaign for reelection in opposi- 
tion to his Republican opponents, 
Joseph T. Meek. 


And he took a crack at the Re- 


publican administration. 


"President Eisenhower tells us 


everything is just dandy," he said. 
"And the very next day Vice Pres- 
ident Nixon tells us we may have 
to send troops to Indochina. Then 
Secretary of Defense Wilson talks 
of Atomic Scientist Robert Oppen 
heimer as if he were a defaulting 
banker.'" 


Stevenson said there are "entire-

British Marathon Runner Says Americans Lack Endurance 


By WILL GKIMSLEY 


NEW YORK tf) — The reason 


Americans don't hold their own in 
track's e n d u r a n c e tests, says 
Great Britain's wiry Jim Peters, 
s that "they have too many auto- 
mobiles and eat too much."

Some of 
them attend these sessions four or 
five years, he said. 


Chicago public school records 


show that 34,900 of them arc at- 
tending 29 Chicago schools. 


Grimm said, "If we are going to 


give the children a square deal in 
education, we must face the ptob- 
lem -of getting adequate school 
facilities." 


He said the result of the half day 


attendance is that the average half 
day pupil gets only four days of 
schooling

SINGAPORE-^1)—For 40 terri- 


ble days and nights soldiers of the 
French union have been writing 
a new page of glory with their 
blood.

Dien Bien Phu, once not even 


a spot on the map of northwest 
Indochina, suddenly became one 
of the best known names. When 
the Vietminh Communists decided 
to attack" March 13, they brought 
home to the non-Communist world 
with dramatic impact, the gravity 
•f the situation in southeast Asia. 


It was to be a major military- 


political battle of the seven-year- 
old war. The Communists desper- 
ately wanted to inflict a crushing 
blow. The French equally needed 
a victory if the political line were 
to be held." 


"We Must Win" 


"We must win this one," said 


' Gen. Rene Cogny, French com- 


mander in north Indochina. 
He 


seemed to consider the battle 
would be won if an all-out attack 
were 
reupulsed. 
The 
monsoon 


rains were due soon, to bog down 
military operations. 
That would 


hurt Vietminh supply lines, but it 
also would hinder the French air 
force's job of supplying and rein- 
forcing the fortress. 


So badly did the Communists 


want it that Russian-made Molo- 
tov trucks brought in a- steady 
stream, of heavy weapons and mu- 
nitions and possibly as many as 
. 6,000 Chinese advisers and tech- 


nicians were overseeing the Viet- 
minhh's transmission from jungle 
warfare to mass attack. 


If the troops of Commumnist Ho 


Chi Minh sought military victory 
alone, the price would be too 
great. 
Wiping out the fortress 


and its defenders would be a great 
military victory but the Commu- 
nists are not exclusively concerned 
with that. 


Many Casualties 


The Vietminh already has suf- 


fered thousands of casualties in 
the spectacular gamble. 


Capitalizing on Paris' weariness 


and impatience with the war, the 
Communists hoped to convince 
France that her position in Indo- 
china was hopeless. The Commu- 
nists hoped to cause the fall of the 
French government, to be suc- 
ceeded by one eager to negotiate 
with Ho and get out of Indochina. 
The Communists also expected to 
make the voice of Ho heard at 
the Geneva conference opening 
Monday. 


The prize sought was a nego- 


tiated 
agreement 
which would 


leave the Vietminh, strongest po- 
litical force in the country, ready 
to step into the vacuum, if and 
when the French withdrew their 
troops. The effect of that on all

southeast Asia would be enormous. 


Confusing to Many 


The how and why of Dien Bien 


Phu is confusing to many. Why 
did Gen. Henri Navarre. French 
commander-in-chief, choose such a 
spot to make fateful stand? It is 
a plain of red dust in a sweltering; 
valley surrounded by command- 
ing hills which permit fire to be 
poured down upon it. 
The de- 


fenders have no rear—the nearest 
French forces are 180 miles east. 
There is no place to fall back. It 
was a matter of stand or be mas- 
sacred. 


The best explanation I could get: 
Dien Bien Phu had been a clus- 


ter of mud and straw huts perched 
on poles. 
Last fall the French 


cleared away the villagers, cut 
down the trees and began build- 
ing 
fortifications. 
The 
reason 


was that the French were develop- 
ing among the friendly, anti-Com- 
munist Thai Tribesmen a type of 
warfare 
waged by the Maquis 


(guerrillas) 
in France in World 


War II. 


The French 
kept 
reinforcing 


Dien Bien Phu. building strong- 
points and setting up seas of 
barbed wire barricades, until by 
Jan. 1 it was a formidable com- 
lex 6 by 4 miles, encircled by 
thickly forested hills. 


Hilln Fall 


Two of the eight hill positions 


fell to the Vietminh in early as- 
saults. The Vietminh dug in be- 
hind protecting hills and trees on 
the approaches 
to the fortifica- 


tions. 


Likely Navarre did not expect 


the Vietminh to come up with 
heavy artillery or shift over to 
mass attack tactics. 
His suport- 


ers say the original strategic pur- 
pose was to bar a Vietminh drive 
into northern Laos. The Commu- 
nists, however, did send a division 
into northern Laos in January, 
by-passing Dien Bien Phu. That 
turned out to be a diversion. The 
Vietminh was not primarily inter- 
ested in grabbing territory but in 
a war of attrition against the 
French and Vietnamese.

CANBERRA. Australia (.?>—The 


Soviet Embassy accused its fugi- 
tive third secretary. Vladimir Pet- 
rov. of stealing "large sums" of 
embassy funds by forgery today 
and demanded that Australia hand 
him over as a criminal. 


In a note to the Australian gov- 


ernment, the embassy said Pet- 
rov's story of a widespread Soviet 
spy plot in this country was with- 
out foundation and the muss of 
"espionage" documents he had 
given Australian authorities might 
be forgeries. 


Petrov turned himself over to 


the Australian government early in 
April and was granted political 
asylum.' Parliament authorized a 
royal commission to Investigate his 
story of large-scale Soviet spying 
and the large mass of data he 
brought with him from the em- 
bassy, but Prime Minister Robert 
G. Menzies said top security offi- 
cials were convinced his account 
was authentic. 


The Soviet Embassy made pub- 


lic an "unofficial translation" of 
its note to the Australians. 


It said Petrov had charge of 


embassy supply affairs. This con- 
trasted with Menzies' previous an- 
nounccment that he was the chief 
in Australia for the MVD, the So- 
viet secret police. 


The government has surrounded 


Petrov with a strong cloak of po- 
lice secrecy since his switch to 
the West and security police have 
been questioning him constantly. 
Soviet Ambassador N. I. Generalov 
had charged previously that the 
Australians kidnaped him.

rov's wife today in Darwin, where 
she left a 
Europe-bound plane

"Apparently Mr. Roosevelt pre-

public opinion rather than to leave 
this matter for judicial determi- 
nation." 


Schifferman also naid Roose- 


velt's offer "is designed to attempt 
to prejudice the cpurt and to arouse 
public opinion and sympathy in 
Mr. Roosevelt's behalf." 


The eldest son of the late Presi- 


dent now has two matters to be 
heard in court April 30: A petition 
nmending his own separate main-

His desire for a divorce is not 


new, but his wife has never want- 
ed one, said Schifferman, adding:

rate maintenance, and she 'sees no 
reason for becoming a party to any 
collusive divorce arrangement." 


Roosevelt at present is under 


court order to pay his wife $1,625 
a month support for herself and 
their three children, pending out- 
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come of the separate maintenance 
trial. Mrs. Roosevelt had sought 
$3.500.
